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I. INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT. 



The tables in the following pages have been compiled to meet the 
many demands made upon the Food Administration for information 
as to world food production, exports, and imports. As is to be ex- 
pected, many people are entirely ignorant of the substantial basis of 
facts behind the slogan ''Food wiU win the war/' It is hoped that 
^ the statistical material here, collected will in some degree aid in 
^ meeting this need. It is a matter of regret to the authors that 
^ the information is not more complete, but a great deal of time and 
pains have been required to get even so comprehensive a collection 
of world food statistics as is here presented. Where there are gaps 
* it simply means that we have been unable to get rehable or official 
information. 

General plan, — The purpose of this handbook is to present without 
comment the statistics of production, export, and import of the 
principal food crops in all the countries of tne world. The following 
general principles have been adhered to in the making of the tables. 

1. All foreign statistics are reduced to American units — acres, 
bushels, pounds, etc. 

2. An average of the three years preceding the war is given first in 
each table. Following that each of the years 1914, 1915, 1916, 1917, 
and, so far as estimates are available, 1918 is given separately. 

3. The countries are arranged in each table in descending order 
with respect to the principal rubric of the table. Thus, in the wheat- 
production table the country standing at the top (No. 1), the United 
States, is the country which in the three prewar years had the highest 
annual average production of wheat of any in the world. No. 2 is 
the coimtry which stood second in wheat production, and so on down 
the list. This arrangement conduces to the getting quickly of a com- 
prehensive view of tne relative importance of the various countries 
in thegeneral food situation. 

4. Tne status of each country relative to the war is indicated by a 
letter. A, B, C, D, E, or F. The significance of these letters is as 
follows: 

A denotes an allied country in North America. 
B denotes an allied country in Europe. 
C denotes an alUed countrv in the rest of the world outside 
of North America and Europe.

D denotes a neutral country in Europe. 
E denotes a neutral country outside of Europe. 
F denotes a central power or nation allied to the central 
powers. 
In short, then, the letters have these meanings: 
A — North American aUies. 
^ 3; — ^European aUies. 
' : C-^—Other aUies. 
r D — ^European neutrals. 
E — Other neutrals. 
F — Central powers. 

5. At the end of each table totals or weighted averages for each of 
these six groups are given, thus making possible group comparisons. 

6. Final figures to the number of three or six have been cut off, on 
the general ground that their retention gives a specious air of ac- 
curacy on the one hand and is wasteful of mk and paper on the other 
hand. All crop statistics are only estimates at oest, and no par- 
ticular significance inheres in final figures. 

7. Crop figures are for crop years, i. e., the year in which the crop 
was harvested. Imports and exports are for calendar years. 

Sources. — ^The chief sources oi the statistics are the Yearbooks of 
the International Institute of Agriculture in Rome, the Yearbooks 
of the United States Department of Agriculture, and the Statesman's 
Yearbook. These general sources have been supplemented by other 
special sources where necessary, and particularly for 1918 figures. 
All computations, conversions, etc., have been made in the Statistical 
Division. 

Every effort has been made to bring the statistics as far as possible 
down to date. In all too many instances this is wholly impossible 
of accomplishment, because, as a result of war conditions and poUcies, 
official statistics have not been coUected or published by the countries 
themselves.
